the writers of the Constitution. Presently, it shifts away 
f and winds up relying, not on the Constitution, not on the 
ideas of the men who prepared that basic charter of our 
liberties — but on a random quotation from Thomas 
Jefferson, who is a perfect delight for the defenders of any 
political ism, since he wrote so much on so many topics 
? that you can find almost anything somewhere in his works 
(His enemies said that the reason why he invented the 
swivel-chair, which he did, was so that he could look both 
ways on political questions.) 
Now, Jefferson was a great American patriot. Never­ 
theless, no one but a writer in a hole trying to find some 
way of building up a case for Communist conspirators 
would ever think' of trying to make him out to be an expert 
% on free speech. Why did the writers of this editorial in 
' question go to Jefferson— why didn't they go to Alexander 
Hamilton, who wrote the Constitution, and wrote most of 
, the Federalist Papers analyzing it, and who in addition was 
’ the lawyer who won the case upon which all modern con­ 
cepts of free speech and free press in America are founded 
— the Croswell Case, in 1804? 
There’s just one reason— if they had quoted Hamil­ 
ton, their whole case would have collapsed, because Ham- 
i ilton's presentation of the constitutional theory of free 
4 speech was so nearly identical with that of the recent Vin­ 
son opinion that the two might have been penned by the 
A same hand. 
Hamilton defined freedom of the press as consisting 
of “ the right to publish with impunity truth, with good 
•motives, for justifiable ends." Truth means facts— not 
abstract, insidious, rat-poison propaganda. “Good mo­ 
tives” doesn't cover the undermining and destruction of 
•• Constitutional government— and neither does “ justifiable 
ends." 
Hamilton understood perfectly clearly what the Post- 
Dispatch pretends not to— that the right of free speech is 
not now and never was a total, unlimited un restrainable 
right. (O f course the Post-Dispatch really knows better 
' — for instance, every edition it publishes it has to scan its 
columns for fear of libel and slander.) 
Said Hamilton of this right, “ its abuse must be guard- 
yed against by subjecting the exercise of it to the animad­ 
version and controls of the tribunals of justice." He said 


* further: 
“ In speaking thus for the freedom of the 
% 
press, I do not say there ought to be unbridled 
license . . . I do not stand here to say that no 
shackles are to be laid on this license." 
f 
What Hamilton was arguing for was the right of 
newspapers (and individuals, of course) to examine fully 
ithe characters and records of candidates for public office, 
including the official record of those in office seeking re­ 
election. Prior to that time, the general policy was to 
^require that the truth of statements made under such cir­ 
cumstances be establishable. Hamilton's proposition was 
that the importance of submitting all information to the 
^electroate in our self-government was so great that even 
untruths, if published in good faith, should not be pun­ 
ished. When he won this argument, it was hailed as a 
great extension of freedom of speech in this one field of 
public elections, 
v 
Now, here is the point where the absurdity of the 
Post-Dispatch attempting to seize upon a stray remark 
by Jefferson becomes ludicrous— who, would you guess, 
twas the man on whose behalf the prosecution against Cros­ 
well was entered) Who was on the side of clamping down 


that the intention was revolutionary and anarchistic, and 
that under present national tensions, the acts constituted a 
real and present danger. 
Now, if you turn hack to the brief and argument 
which Hamilton presented in the Croswell case, you will 
find that this same matter of intent is precisely the pivot 
upon which his argumnets turned — if the intention was 
the enlightenment of the public, then regardless of possible 
error or untruth, no libel was to be found; whereas if the 
intention was evil, then tile bad intention wiped out the 
protections which freedom of speech otherwise extended. 
Woven into the editorial is a deliberate effort to be­ 
fuddle those who have read a bit about the history of free 
speech, but never digested what they read. It rises out of 
the reference of Justice Black, one of the dissenters to the 
Vinson opinion, to the law as being "a virulent form of 
prior censorship." 
Now, that is simply not the case. Nothing in the 
Smith Act calls for "prior censorship", lf what Justice 
Black meant was that the penalty imposed was one which 
would make our orators and publishers think twice before 
they said something, and tone down some of their on-th- 


prior censorship". 
C hief Justice Hughes, in which the comments he voiced for 
As presented by the Post-Dispatch, this becomes an the objective of "the security of the Republic, the very 
effort to make it appear that the Federal law violates a 
concept of free speech, the "no licensing" concept, that 
dates bick to the year I 784. This principle was presented 
by Lord Mansfield as follows: "The liberty of the press 
consists in printing without any previous license, subject 
to the consequences of the law." 
Hie matter is completely fundamental to contempor­ 
ary press and free speech concepts. Freedom of the press 
means that one can publish without "prior censorship".
